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Pupils lay foundations for 
new school at Poundbury

PUPILS from Darners 
First School helped lay 
the first bricks of their 
new school at Pound¬ 
bury. 

It will be the first 
school on the Duchy 
estate and the site will 
also provide a new 
home for a Dorchester 
church. 

Youngest pupil at the 
school, Oscar (four) 
and oldest pupil Har¬ 
vey (nine), had the ho¬ 


nour of laying the first 
bricks. 

Fellow pupils, teach¬ 
ers , parents, councillors 
and officers from 
Dorset County Council 
and the site construc¬ 
tion team, were all in¬ 
vited to the event. 

Work on the new re¬ 
placement school for 


Darners began in No¬ 
vember 2015 and 
should be finished by 
this winter - with the 
new building opening 
in spring 2017. 

Darners currently op¬ 
erates as a three form 
entry school and will 
increase its size to 
allow four forms of 


entry, increasing its ca¬ 
pacity by 150 places. 

Local member for 
Dorchester, Richard 
Biggs said: “It was a 
very exciting day, not 
only for the children of 
Darners First School, 
but for Dorchester as a 
town. The building of 
this new school at 
Poundbury will allow 
us to welcome more 
pupils to learn in what 
will be a very highly 


finished school, acces¬ 
sible for all.” 

The new single¬ 
storey Darners First 
School will move to a 
site next to The Great 
Field, Poundbury and 
will provide four recep¬ 
tion class bases, 16 key 
stage one and key stage 
two class bases, a large 
and a small hall, a spe¬ 
cialist resource for chil¬ 
dren with complex 
communication needs, 


a multi-use space in¬ 
cluding library facilities 
and practical room 
which can be used for 
teaching. 

But the new building 
will not feature a swim¬ 
ming pool - which the 
current site in Darners 
Road has. 

There have been con¬ 
cerns about parking 
outside the new school 
and possible conflicts 
with traffic from the 
nearby Dorset Cereals 
factory - but planners 
have moved to reassure 
parents that there 
should be no problems. 

Head teacher at 
Darners First School, 
Catherine Smith said: 
“The construction team 
ensured that the chil¬ 
dren were made to feel 
incredibly welcome and 
important, and rightly 
so. We were all incredi¬ 
bly excited to walk onto 
the site for the first time 
and to see the begin¬ 
nings of a very exciting 
new phase in our his¬ 
tory.” 

BAM Construction 
Ltd were appointed to 
build the new school, 
which will cost just 
under £10million. 

The design includes 
facilities for the Dorch¬ 
ester Community

Church to allow them to relo¬ 
cate to the site from the town 
centre and provides a hall, 
kitchen, coffee lounge, creche 
room, meeting rooms, toilets and 
platform lift. The church and the 
school will remain separate or¬ 
ganisations. 

■ In the same week plans for 
an extension to St Osmunds Mid¬ 
dle School on the other side of 
the county town were put on 
show. 


A new two storey building is 
being proposed to cater for addi¬ 
tional needs with more class¬ 
rooms, a new games court, new 
resources spaces and a new din¬ 
ing hall. 

“In essence, there’s going to be 
a new building on the extremity 
of the current school site with a 
two floor block; on the bottom 
floor there's going to be a dining 
hall which will allow us to pro¬ 
vide hot school meals, which is a 
step forward, as well as a multi¬ 


purpose teaching area and on the 
top floor, four new classrooms. 

There will also be space for a 
new 120-place sixth form. 

Said headteacher Jim Williams: 
“We are working with the local 
authority to meet pupil numbers, 
as part of the partnership, we 
were asked whether we would 
consider the option of moving to 
sixth form entry.” 

Work is expected to start in the 
autumn, with a finish date for the 
summer of next year.

ANOTHER consultancy team is to be taken on to 
try and progress Dorchester’s stalled Charles Street 
project. 

Several attempts have been made to get the 
scheme off the ground since the 1970s with little 
to show for it, apart from a road through the his¬ 
toric walks and a new council HQ. 

Thousands of hours have been spent on the proj¬ 
ect by council staff and various development teams 
and consultants - not to mention energy expended 
in public protests and countless meetings. 

Now the attempt to get shops, apartments and car 
parking on the site is to start all over again. 

West Dorset District Councillors have approved 
spending £25,000 for consultants, GL Hearn, and 
have agreed to the council’s strategic director, 
Stephen Hill alongside portfolio holder Councillor 
John Russell and the Charles Street Working 
Group to spend up to an additional £25,000. 

The district council say that lessons have been 
learned by the latest attempt to develop the site 
which ended with the authority negotiating an 
early end to its agreement with developers, Si¬ 
mons. 

Amongst the key findings of an audit of the proj¬ 
ect was a lack of transparency by the council. 

One of the main points made time after time by 
protestors was that, apart from a handful of coun¬ 
cillors, none of them from Dorchester, few knew 
how, or why, some decisions had been made. 

The new consultants will now work on a draft 
study of whether or not the scheme is viable, much 
of which may depend upon the view taken about 
the archaeology of Roman and pre-Roman Dorch¬ 
ester which lies under the site. 

District councillors were told that the agreed 
spending of up to £50,000 would come from the 
£379,000 that remains unspent from the £1.4mil- 
lion Charles Street Development Fund. 


POLICE are investigating two separate reports 
that handbags and purses being stolen in 
Dorchester during the afternoon of Thursday, 
April 7th.

School library service to close 


DORSET County Council’s cabinet has decided to 
close the school library service. 

The service will close at the end of the summer 
term. The disposal of books and other resources will 
be managed according to an agreed plan to benefit 
children and young people. This includes dispersing 
books to libraries in Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole 
and offering resources to schools in these areas. 
Children’s centres will also be included in this plan. 

Staff within the school library service have been 
informed of this decision. 

Although the council are not required to provide 
this service it has been trading directly with schools 
since 1995. 

But declining numbers of schools subscribing to 
the service and operational pressures has led to a re¬ 
view of the service. 

A comprehensive consultation has been carried out 
with all schools across Bournemouth, Dorset and 
Poole asking whether they would take up the service 


and, if the service closes, what should be done with 
the resources to ensure that they continue to benefit 
school children. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, county council Cabi¬ 
net member for economy and growth, said: “The re¬ 
sponses to the survey have helped inform the 
recommendations for cabinet. Although some 
schools have indicated they would like to subscribe 
the number of participating schools continues to de¬ 
cline, the result is the service is no longer viable or 
sustainable. 

“Public libraries will continue to provide books for 
children and young people.” 

Currently only a quarter of schools in 
Bournemouth, Dorset and Poole use the service 
compared with 60 per cent of schools in 2011. Up¬ 
take of the scheme is at the discretion of the school 
governors who decide how best to provide resources 
for their school library - by buying into the service 
or buying books for the school. 


Get your dogs microchipped 


LOCAL councils are warning dog 
owners that they now need to get 
their dogs microchipped. 

Owners are also being reminded 
that their personal details need to 
be kept up to date. 

Graham Duggan, North Dorset, 
West Dorset and Weymouth & 
Portland Council’s Head of Com¬ 
munity Protection, said: “Mi¬ 
crochipping is an essential part of 
responsible dog ownership and 
the most effective permanent way 
of ensuring lost dogs are returned 
to their owner.” 

During regular patrols, borough 
and district council dog wardens 
will be stopping owners and ask¬ 


ing to check if their dog is mi¬ 
crochipped. 

Owners can get their pet mi¬ 
crochipped at local veterinary 
centres and update details through 
microchipping database compa¬ 
nies. Should dogs not be mi¬ 
crochipped owners will be given 
a notice requiring them to get then- 
pet microchipped within 21 days 
or potentially face a fine of up to 
£500. 

The microchip law does not re¬ 
place the collar and tag law. Dogs 
will still be required to have a col¬ 
lar and tag that states the name 
and address of the owner when in 
a public place.

Protest over plan to merge maternity 
and paediatric services with Yeovil 


THE latest proposals to move Dorchester’s pae¬ 
diatric and maternity services to Yeovil, rather 
than Bournemouth or Poole, has been met by 
fresh petition from campaigners. 

Dorset County Hospital has already provoked 
two mass marches in opposition to any plans to 
move overnight services for the sections out of the 
county town. 

But over the weekend Yeovil Hospital issued a 
statement saying the move would not be in the best 
interests of its patients. 

“Whilst the report does suggest opportunities for 
making changes to maternity and paediatric serv¬ 
ices in our hospital, we have discussed these in de¬ 
tail with Dorset CCG, Somerset CCG and the 
authors from the Royal College and at this stage 
have concluded that there is not currently a case for 
change which represents the best interests of our 
entire patient population in Somerset and beyond.” 

The proposals are contained in a report from the 
Royal College of Paediatrics and Child Health as 
part of the Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group's 
review of local health services. 

It says that neither department in Dorchester or 
Yeovil is viable in the long-term and merger is one 
of the medium-term options. 

Dorset County Hospital's chief executive Patricia 
Miller said: “We broadly welcome this report and 
will now go through the recommendations in detail 
to assess the implications for paediatric, maternity 
and neonatal services at Dorset County Hospital." 

"We recognise that we need to work more closely 
with our neighbouring hospitals to ensure we can 
provide high quality, financially sustainable serv¬ 
ices for our community into the future... 

"The recommendations in the Royal College re¬ 
port will be carefully considered as part of the clin-

ical services review and it is important to empha¬ 
sise that no decisions have been taken yet. Any de¬ 
cisions will be subject to full public consultation." 

Campaigner Naomi Patterson has now launched 
a fresh petition to maintain overnight services in 
Dorchester. 

She said that while Yeovil was closer for Dorch¬ 
ester people, than Poole or Bournemouth, the lack 
of public transport from Portland, Weymouth and 
Lyme Regis, made it an impossible situation.

Proposed changes'would not enhance democracy' at WDDC 


■ YOUR correspondence columns have been in¬ 
undated over the past few months by letters 
from supporters of the Public First Group as part 
of its campaign to convince the electorate to 
vote for a change in governance of West Dorset 
District Council from the present'cabinet system' 
to a 'committee system' in the local referendum 
to be held on May 5th. 

Since I knew nothing of how West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council is structured I approached the pro¬ 
posal with an open mind. In that spirit I attended 
the first public meeting called by the group in 
the Corn Exchange in January 2015, hoping to 
hear an objective analysis of the present system 
and of the reasons why it should be modified. 

Unfortunately, that information was not pro¬ 
vided and the majority of the advocates for a 
change concentrated on delivering diatribes 
against the alleged undemocratic nature of the 
present system. 

I gained the impression that the movement 
was driven by persons who were upset that a 
majority of councillors did not share their politi¬ 
cal opinions. 

Council already has eight committees 

I then made inquiries and spoke to councillors 
to obtain the information which had been de¬ 
nied to me. I learned that the council already has 
eight committees which examine all council 
business, on which the opposition parties are 
represented prorata to the number of their 
elected representatives and at which all council¬ 
lors can attend and speak. 

Important decisions are then taken at full coun¬ 
cil meetings at which all councillors can attend, 


speak and vote. The leader is elected by a major¬ 
ity vote of the full Council. The executive or'cab¬ 
inet' committee, which is composed solely of 
councillors belonging to the majority party, ex¬ 
ists to provide strategic guidance to the council 
and to strive to ensure that the programme on 
which the majority party was elected is imple¬ 
mented within the constraints imposed by the 
existing committee system. 

I concluded that on paper the present system 
is totally democratic and in many ways mirrors 
the Westminster system of central government. 

Declined to sign 

As a result I declined when asked to sign the 
petition asking for a referendum to be held on 
the system of governance. 

After the election held last May when the elec¬ 
torate returned the governing party on the 
council with a reinforced majority I resolved to 
see whether the existing system is as democratic 
in practice as it is in theory. 

Accordingly, I attended meetings of the council 
to see and hear how the present system oper¬ 
ates. In particular, I attended the full council 
meeting held on February 11th to discuss the 
holding of the referendum. 

I took the opportunity of tabling a question 
asking for the cost of holding the referendum 
and of implementing a change to a committee 
system in the event that the referendum votes in 
favour of such a change. 

At that meeting I heard the councillors from 
opposition parties, bar two, express their satis¬ 
faction with the manner in which the present 
system has functioned since the May election. I 


also learned that it was extremely likely that West 
Dorset District Council would be merged with its 
two neighbouring councils to form a single uni¬ 
tary authority by 2018. 

Generally, I was impressed by the quality and 
constructive manner in which our councillors, of 
all political persuasions, conducted themselves 
in committee and full council meetings and con¬ 
cluded that the present system of governance is 
as democratic in practice as it is on paper. 

Extra running costs 

The answer to my question on the cost of hold¬ 
ing the referendum and the further costs which 
would be incurred to implement a change from 
the 'cabinet system' to the 'committee system' 
was that the referendum would cost £95,000, the 
reorganisation and the extra running costs sev¬ 
eral tens of thousands of pounds per annum. 

The only practical result of the Public First pro¬ 
posal would be to add an extra committee to the 
present system and paradoxically to render de¬ 
cision making more opaque and undemocratic! 

Although there would no longer be an official 
leader of the council the leader of the majority 
party would in practice continue to act as an un¬ 


official leader. 

Although the'cabinet committee'would be re¬ 
branded the 'strategy committee', and its com¬ 
position changed to reflect the composition of 
the full council, the leading members of the ma¬ 
jority party would in practice continue to meet 
together but in private, and no longer in public, 
in an unofficial cabinet to determine their con¬ 
duct in the subsequent'strategy committee'. 

Budget under severe constraints 

I have concluded that the proposed change of 
governance would not enhance democracy in 
West Dorset District Council, that it would cost a 
substantial amount at a time when its budget is 
under severe constraints and that the change 
would in any event probably last for a maximum 
of some 18 months until the unitary authority 
comes into being! 

As a result, together with a group of like 
minded electors, I will be campaigning for a 'no' 
to the proposed change and urge all who favour 
a common sense approach to join us!

It means the Magpies have won only 
four of their last 14 games, taking a total 
of just 13 points. 

The problem appears to have started fol¬ 
lowing the sale of Jonah Ayunga to 
Brighton & Hove Albion on transfer dead¬ 
line day at the end of January. 

Since then the Magpies have created a 
host of scoring opportunities without him, 
they have not been able to convert them. 

As a result they have found themselves 
losing valuable points which have seen a 
play-off opportunity slowly dwindle to 
leave them midtable.

Manager Mark Jermyn, anxious to get 
back level, replaced Holmes and Chris Dil¬ 
lon with Simon Proffitt and Jason Brookes, 
but to no avail, and indeed Bedworth 
might have added to their score but for 
Walker-Harris denying Gould again. 

Jermyn will not be happy with how the 
season has petered out and will be taking 
stock of players performances ahead of 
looking at formulating his squad for next 
season.
